Effect of Conflnement on the Mind

Solitary  eonfinement, which ig the
rule at Holmeshurg, almost eertainly
will affeet the mind of the prismer, or
will intensify his vicious and eriminal
tendencies, alenists und brain speclalsts
say.

Refratning from extencive details of
the probable effects on n prisoner given
wolitary confinement ns the most ex-
trome degree of punishment, Dy, Cliirles
K. Mills, of ‘HH}E) Chestnit street, whose
expert opinion has been reguoired in
muny of the moat important eriminnl
trinls, was most emphatic in denouncing
its usge,

“On general prineiple I liave always
been opposed to solitnry confinement be-
eunse it is bound to work evil in the
vast majority of cases if econtinued for
any length of time,”" Dr, Mills =aid.

“Certainly it is contrary to the ldea
of what privon confinement is meant to
be. A prison sentence is not an act
of revenge on the part of the Common-
wenlth or municipality, but imposed as
a_corrcctive measure to compel the con-
vieted individual to anslyze his
feingement of the law with a view of
mending his ways.'’

Hnmu?' confinemept was originated
by the Friends in the enrly part of
the Nineteenth Century, according to
Dr, Charles W. Burr, wf 1018 Sprocoe
stpeot, with the opening of the first
Cherry Hill Prison, which was visited

llwt long nfter by Charles Dickens,

“The object in introducing this ex-
treme form of, punishment,” Dr. Burr
explained, - “wan really hamanitarian,
in that it was Intended to separnie
the inctdental offender from the viclous
amil Incorrigible type of criminnl, and
mnke him meditate upon his wrong-
doings, in the hope that he would
veform.  However, it did not work ont
ts intended, and, of course, the use
of it todav je cqually wrong, as it
involves the risk of impuiring the men-

| tality and health of the prisoner.

All Prisoners Shonid Wark
“A man =hould work amd prodoce

| even if deprived of his personal liberty,
| and

certainly all prisoners ought to

work. The mnjority of them are not

|momull,\- fit for any substantinl wnge-

enrning, yet their production might
|hn heonalit up to a point where it wonld
el fifty per cent of the cost of thelr
wep. L owonld suggest to  segregate
all incorvigible prison inmnates and sen-<
tenee them to live for life on farms

i

In the country, restrieted to, say, 1000
Inmates, with proper shop facilities
whern these law-brenkers could work

and help to earn the cost of their
keep.” |

Commenting on the subject of privon
life which has been the object of many
yenrs of observations and study at penal
institutions and insane asylums, Dr.
Alfra] Gardon, neurologist, of 151%
Bpruce streer, sald:

“The nature of the human being. is
an instinct to spend his life assoclut-
ing with other R;manu. Suddenly he
is eut off from mll his habits and re-
latlons with his fellow men, and there
in & cesration of expressing of feelings
and of all {mpressions which are the
foundations of life.

““The consequence of the mltinr off
of all these elements through solitnry
confinement is that he must find lssue
for these elements within himself, And
e in bound gradually to develop o self-
analysix and to abandon himself to this
self-nnnlyeis, All thé former impres-

| ions, senantions, emotions and nffec-

tivity force themselyes for an outward

| expression.

Bad Tendencles Intensified

“If through inheritance or_ through |
bad environment the man has developed |

into an individual with bad tendencies,
